Of the twenty-nine talesmen, all 
were of high standing in the com- 
munity and  knoywn conservatism. 
They range in age from 32 to 69, 
with the average well in the forties. 
Fourteen were farmers three fruit 
growers, seven merchants, three 
school teachers, one traveling sales- 
man and one a county physician.

That applies as 
well to the, motor camper with the 
roadster or coupe—store it all in the 
rear compartment. 

But all of us do not drive road- 
sters, neither are we all lucky 
enough to have an entire tonneau 
of the touring car for baggage and 
camping goods ,so other places must 
be found to carrp the equipment. 

The transportation problem should 
be taken into consideration when 
the equipment is being purchased or 
assembled. It must be compact 
enough to fit in a small space and 
light enough to keep from over-load- 
ing the car. That is why the house- 
hold articles and furnishings annot 
be used to advantage on the’camp-| 
ing trip, but does not mean that con- 
venience must be sacrificed for the 
same comfort giving equipment used | 
at home may be had in _ portable 
form for the camp. Porcelain ,dishes 
used in the house would not fit in 
with the camping schenfe, neither 
would the bulky. pots and pans an- 
swer the camping need. The average 
bedding roll would be much too large! 
to allow ease in handling so the 
tourist must provide compact equip- 
ment blilt especially fpr camping. 

The logical place to carry the} 
bulk of the equipment is on the 
running ‘boards and rear trunk rack. 
These thrée places provide enough 
space so that little equipment is left 
to be crowded into the tonneau. 

When most of the apparatus is 
carried on the running boards, it 
will necessarily mean that the doors

ers today. 


Arthur P. Davis, chief 
and general managef, has been’ au- 
thorized to proceed with negotiations 


for the sale of water for domestic 
purposes to the communities and 
scattered residents along the route, 


and these negotations will be for- 
mally opened as soon as the price of 


water and other details have been 
agreed upon by the board, it was 
said. 


Among the possible customers are 
Stockton, Martinez, Pittsburg, and 
Crockett, as well as rural residents 
outside of these cities in the vicinity 
of the Mokelumne conduit. 

In planning the Mokelumne _ pro- 
ject, according to the directors, the 
thought was kept in mind of serv- 
ing the huge industrial zone lying 
along the bay shore, in addition to 
bringing .water to the nine Eestbay 
cities within the district. 

NOT SERIOUS PROBLEM 

One of the largest industrial con- 
cerns in Contra Costa county has 
such a’ serious water problem that 
for some years it has been bringing 


in a large supply daily in barges 
, from ‘the Marin shore, purchasing 
it from the Marin Water district. 


Officials of this corporation at pub- 
lice meetings of the Utility Listrict 
directors have stated they would be 
glad to obtain their supply from the 
Utility District system. 

Many other requests for the use. 
of Mokelumne water for domestic 
and industrial purposes have been 
received, it was said. 

Thirty-five contractors have ob- 
tained copies of the plans and speci- 
fications of the Mokelumne project 


and are figuring on the job, accord- ! 


ing to Davis. 

Most of the contractors seem 
be large concerns with sufficient ex- 
perience and financial responsibility 
to be considered seriously as bidders 
on a project of this magnitude.

Time of opening .bids has been 
extended to September 4, a move 
which was necessary in order to give 
the contractors time to make their 
calculations and -arrive at a_ bid.
